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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 3, 4, 10 and 17 are currently pending in the application. 

Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's response / amendment filed on February 07, 
201 1 and that has been entered. 

Applicant's response and submission of Terminal Disclaimer has been fully considered 
and found persuasive with respect to the rejection of claims 3, 4 and 10 under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-2 of US 7,550,495 and the 
rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Applicant's response and arguments have been fully considered and found persuasive 
with respect to the rejection of claims 3, 4 and 10 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-4, and 10 of co-pending Application No. 
10/572,825, over claims 1-4, and 10 of co-pending Application No. 10/572,826, over claims 1-8, 
and 13 of co-pending Application No. 12/466,415, and also over claims 1-6 and 12 of co- 
pending Application No. 11/575,691 and the rejection is hereby withdraw. 

Applicant's response and arguments have been fully considered and found persuasive 
with respect to the rejection of claims 3, 4 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. §112 first paragraph, and the 
rejection is hereby withdrawn and hence, all currently pending claims 3, 4, 10 and 17 are now 
found allowable over the prior art of record.
